M. Rouvier is a man with a reputation. 
Few Frenchmen have gained more notoriety 
than he, Itwas Kouvier, whoas Premier of 
France when Grevy was President, figured 
in the great scandalof that day known as the 
Mme. Limousin iniquity, of which the Pres!- 
dent’s bad son-in-law, M. Daniel Wilson was 
made the scapegoat. Grevy stuck to his son- 
in-law, but Rouvier, when he saw that Wil- 
s09's course was lost, turned upon himand 
became a relentiess prosecutor. But the 
scandal resulted in the overthrow of 
the Rouvier Ministry and the resignation of 
President Grevy. 

Rouvier began life as a ‘‘drummer’’ for a 
bookseller, who sold on the installment plan 
voluminous books of the kind given as prizes 
to lads in the upper classes of the Lycee 
schools. Subsequently he entered the ser- 
vice ofa Greek merchant named Zafiapoulo, 
who was established at Marseilles. His new 
master, whose prineipal business appears to 
have consisted in Rugsian corn speculations, 
did not enjoy @ very enviable repu- 
tation, and was ked upon as a thor- 
oughly unscrupulous Levantine. Rou- 
vier, having acquired some wealth by his 
transactions at Constantinople, Odessa, 
Smyrna and Alexandria, turned his attention 
to politics, and in 1869 devoted all his energies 
to securing the election of Gambetta as 
parliamentary representative of the city of 
Marseilles. For this he was rewarded on the 
fail of the Empire in 1870 by being appointed 
Becretary-General of the Prefecture of the 
Bouches du Rhone, In the following year 
he was himself elected to the Chamber of 
Deputies and took his seat among the Ex- 
treme left party.

SECRET WRITING OF THE NIHILISTS ON 
PRISON WALLS. 


A Language the Czar Cannot Learn—Ad- 
ditional Letters of the Series Written 
by Pref Jacksakoff, Condemned for 
Life—Horrible Torture Practiced by 
Guards~—Starvation and ths Knout. 


The Post-DisPpaATcn to-day continues the 
publication of, the thrilling narrative of Vas- 
zili) Jacksakoff,the Russian professor,who on 
his wedding night was seized by the secret 
police of St. Petersburg, and on the charge of 
plotting against the Czar’s life was con- 
demned to labor for the remainder of his life 
in the lead mines of Siberia. The first letters of 
the series, now published for the first time, 
appearedin last Sunday’s Posr-DIsPaTcu. 
They told of the arrest and condemnation of 
Jacksakoffandthe long march to ‘Siberia. 
The following letters depict thé terrible tor- 
ture prisoners undergointhe mines. Jack- 
sakoff’s writings were brought to his friends 
by a Russian prisoner whotwo months after 
the professor’s death escaped from the lead 
mines. 

The letters were transiated for the Post- 
DISPATCH and New York WorRLD by George 
Baikalieff, who was a prisoner with Jack- 
sakof, and escaped from Siberia, and have 
never before appeared in any newspaper: 

NIHILISTIC SECRET WRITING. 
ALGASZI VALLEY, LOWER DRIFT, } 
March 30, 1884. 4 

Since I ended my last letter I have worked 
in three different mines. They are allinthe 
Algaszi Valley, and connected by subterra- 
nean passages, but they have separate in- 
spectors. 

The life of the prisoners is the same in the 
other mines as in our mine. to which we were 
taken back onthe Ist of this month. For- 
merly it was the custom, the prisoners said, 
to lead them out into the open air from time 
to time; there was even once a time when 
the prisoners worked in the mines only dur- 
ingthe day, and were taken back to the 
prisonatnight. This favor was accorded to 
the men in our mines as well as to others, but 
now it has been taken fromall. The prison- 
ers condemned for life live in the mines per’. 
manentliy, while the prison is filled with 
short-term prisoners and the sick. The life 
prisoners must even die in the mines, and 
theig bodies are thrown in an out-of-the-way 
drif® Thousands and thousands le with no 
sign of their identity in this graveyard. 


In the lead mines in the Algaszi Valley very | 


many educated men must have perished, for 
everywhere on the walls and about the edges 
of the chambers I found writings that showed 
it. The greater number of the Poles banished 
after the rising of 1863 ended their lives here. 
But many of the occupants of the chambers 
in the lower drift were ‘‘new people.’’ 

Balikalieff, wholived inthe next chamber, 
called my attention to various signs which ! 
had seen onthe wall, but could not under- 
stand. The most singular of the many kinds 
ofwriting wasthe musical notation, one of 
the Nihilist ciphers. 

In the treble clef or the bass clef the vari- 
ous notes would give a discordif anybody 
tried to play them. The lowest notes alter- 
nate continually withthe highest, sothata 
person knowing music would see at a glance 
the whole thing was noneense>* "= OO

THE ICE-GRAVE OF KRASZNOJARSZKI. 
IRKUTSK. Feb. 9, 1883. 

In the beginning of October we left Tomsk 
onarainy day to go on foot from Kraszno- 
jarszkitolIrkutsk. This march lasted,witha 
certain number of stops atthe way stations, 
until the middle of January. 

Whoever has read of the severity ofthe 
Siberian winter, whichis seldom equaled by 
that of the most northern part of Russia, can 
Imagine what we suffered during this jour- 
ney. We had already dragged our fetters 
from the frontier to Yumen in rain ana filth: 
our clothes were Wet through, our feet torn, 
and ague tortured us many nights, but no- 
body troubled about our sickness, or even 
delivered one of us from the martyrdom of 
continuing the journey. In the Yumen prison 
and en our way by boat to Tomsk we had 
suffered every iMaginable torture, but we 
had not toenduré such terrible misery as on 
the high road from Tomsk to Irkutsk. 

During the mar we were wet through the 
whole time. The fine rain penetrated our 
clothes to the ski Our shoes became shape- 
less masses in thegnuad, which reached to the 
ankles. Theskin@n our faces was cut in 
places by the biti windand the rain, and 
blood began to trigkle from our lips, but we 
did not freeze as We did in the huts, and we 
pitied those who Gad taken our places and 
had to spend the Winter there. 

Towards evening snow began to fall, first 
mixed wiih rain, but later in large pure 
fakes, 
storm arose thatthe advance guard of the 
caravan was invisible from behind, as if it 
had been lostina fog. Then the horrors of 
the Journey began. 

We marched for two hours until we reached 
the first stopping place—a large wooden hut, 
in which we were to pass the night. We 
bullta fire and made some teato warm our 
wet bodies. The children had come, as usual, 
on the wagon, Dut they were as wet as the 
men and women who had marched on foot. 

On the cojd Dut at least dry. floor we slept 
fairly well till morning, wheRthey roused us. 
The guard which had escorted the caravan 
from Tomsk went back, and we marched 
withthe guard attached to this station as 
far as the next stopping place. The sky was 
blue and bright, for in the night the heavens 
had cleared, but a heavy layer of snow 
covered the fields @nd the road, 

A few days later another fierce storm came 
up. Tthesnow meRed, andthe rivers over- 
flowed their banks. Then it grew cold again 
and the ground froze hard. Next day snow 
felland covered the road, so that we could 
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not see its outiines ‘and most of the time the 
advance guard had to follow the ditch, 

Nightcame on afterwe had left Kraszno- 
jarszki and had effected the dangerous pass- 
age of the Yene el River, which was filled 
with ice, We were exhausted by the difficul- 
ties of the journey and had no hope of reach- 
ing the next station before midnight, for we 
had spent the greater part of the day crossing 
the river. Our shoes were worn out and we 
had to tle them to our feet to keep them from 
falling off. Our frogen garments hardly pro- 
tected us at all against the cold, and if the 
frost did not make us shiver we had only tu 
thank the rapid marching we Kept up and 
our heavy irons. 

After evening cameon we went for about 
two hours through @ shrieking storin, which 
Grove the snow in our faces and filled the 
road with snow-driftg: The advance guard of 
the caravan lighted ianterns and crept cau- 
tiously forward, in order not to lose their

After every sentence the double 
bar usual atthe endof a piece of music is 
placed; a message of several sentences looks 
like a number of tunes written one after an- 
other. 

The commonest alphabet, that in which 
the message mentioned was written, is the 
following:

They read them on 
the basis of the note to be seen in the clef, 
which always means one and the same letter 
of the alphabet, whether they are written in 
this way:

Thelatterthe guards cut 
loose on the way when they saw it was im- 
possible to goon with such a heavy burden. 
The bodies cut loose remained on the frozen 
road. At midday we reached the station, 
and thesmith there freed us from the unoc- 
cupied chains, but our irons were not taken 


off. 

After taking some teathe female members 
of the caravan, whom we had brought in our 
arms to the station, returned to conscious- 
ness. They knew little of the resuit of the 
tragedy ot the PS Aten night. 

They besieged the overseer and demanded 
their children from him. Even on him this 
scene seemed to have an effect, foras soon as 
he understood what was the matter he mur- 
mured something and disappeared quickly. 
Until the day of our departure he didn’t show 
himself again. 

We remained in the station for three days, 
during which time it rained continually. I 
arrived sick at Irkutsk.and stayed for months 
in the hospital. Iwent on writing my let- 
ters, piece by piece, in secret, for here peo- 
pie are better looked after than in prison. 

‘he hospital is for the rest hardly more 
pleasant thanthe prison. My good luck con- 
sisted in the fact that 1 was not made to le 
on the ground, but on a board. 

Unable to see through the frozen window, 
I waited long for the lead-colored sky of 
Siberia to clear. That happened at last 
and on the first day of spring we put on our 
chains again. We journeyed all through the 


summer and short autumn, and now we find | 


ourselves at our destination, the lead mines 
of the Czar in the town of Algaszi, 
. know this leaden-gray sky will never 
clear. 
IN THE LEAD MINE PRISON. 


ALGASZI VALLEY, MINE PRISON, 
Oct. 31, 1883. 


We had imagined this place different. After 
the bare flelds a green plain came in sight 
surrounding the little straw huts. On the 
sides of the hills there were lierds, here end 
there clear streams and on the trees such 
foliage as is only possible insummer. In the 
valley tney told us that the winter was a 
month late. 

We arrived at midday inthe lower part of 
the valley, This part lies somewhat higher 
than the village. In the raysof the sinking 
sun the roof of along wooden bullding behind 
two rocks attracted our attention: There 
were holesin the rovuf, and through them 
pigeons were flying from time to time. We 
were standing before the prison mine of the 
Algaszi Valiey. The big door of the inclos- 
ure opened with a creaking sound. Inside 
keepers carrying arms formed a line through 
the length of the broad courtyard as far as 
the interior of the ante-room leading to the 
prisun. Onaccount of the wall one could 
only see from the courtyard the sky and not 
the surrounding country at all. 

They called us out singly and our guards 
identified us, whereupon they went away. 
After that our caravan, which had dwindled 
down to 200 persons, was driven intoa sort 
of ball. It was so low that one could not 
stand up straight tn it. 

We were ailhungry, but nobody troubled 
about ourcomplaints. It was notuntil the 
evening that one of the guards said we should 
soon be looked after, but before that we 
should haveto be taken separately intothe 
**school of the condemned,.’’ 

Shortly two or three prisoners were led out. 
The next minute brutal words were heard in 
the cell next to ours. We could hear that 
someone was questioning our companions in 
the roughest manner, and the guards were 
ordered to undress the prisoners and search 
them. Alittlelaterthe criesand groans of 
our companions penetrated through the 
walls. Inthat moment we all huddled to- 
gether at that sound, which we already knew 
so well, the swish ofthe knout ana twe de- 
spatiring yells of pain from our unhappy com 
panions following it. 

In the first moment of our terrorwe pressed 
instinctively nearer to one another. Baika- 
lief alone stood still in his wlace, as if the 
soles of his feet had token root In the ground. 
On his face I read an expression of anger and 
astonishment, asif he wouldask: ‘‘Whatdo 
they mean by this?’’ 

Before i could decide todoanything two 
keepers came in, oneof whom, standing next 
to the door, nodded for me to follow him. I 
looked at him hesitatingly, as tf Il had not 
understood his nod. Then he seizeaq meand 
pushed me Defore him through the doorway, 
so that my cap rolled tothe ground, Without 
giving me time totake itup he pulled me by 
the hairintothe adjoining cell, at the same 
time giving me several blows on the way. 
We remained in the narrow room, standing 
before a coarse-looking officer of gendar- 
merie, who asked my name and a number of 
questions about me and then gavethe sign 
with his head to the two Keepers present. 

They tore the ragged clothing from my 
body, searched andturned every separate 
piece inside out and finally led metoa bench, 
at both ends of whicha wooden vise was at- 
tached. Here they threw my underclothes 
vack, laid meonthe bench, put my hands 
and feetin through the holesin the boards 
and tightened the screws. 

I received twelve blows from the knouf, 
which opened the wound on my back, which 
had not yet healed. ‘*‘Now they will give you 
something toeat,’’ said the gendarme. 

In thehallI picked upmy cap fromthe 
ground and, holdingitin my hand, tried not 
to arouse the suspicionof the two keepers. 
They opened my cell for me, which I had oc- 
cupied for a week anda half. After that they 
took me outonce daily to Dear my punish- 
ment in the school of the condemned. I have 
stilltwo days toendureit. Then I shallhave 
graduated fromthis school and goto the 
mines to work among the old prisoners. 


IN THE LEAD MINES, 


ALGASZI VALLEY, LOWER DRIFT, 
Nov. 19, 1883. 


During the second night after our arriva:, 
when we had no war clothing, a heavy 
snow fell unexpectedly and covered the 
whole courtyard. Winter began at once. 
The wind blew through the cregices in my 
lonely cell, andasmall iceberg had formed 
in front of my door, whichI had to digaway 
every morning sothat they could open it. 
When thetime of the fourteen days’ pen- 
ance had expired and they took me out with 
the other prisoners to be takento the mines 
the flelds presented so differentan aspect 
that We could not tell the direction from 
which we had come, 

Around us there spread further than we 
could seea great white sheet which seemed 
totouchthe sky. Inthe distance in the mid- 
dle ofthe valley we saw at lastthe village. 
The roofs of the houses covered with snow 
were confused with the whit6 of the hills. 

We haa perhaps gone 4,000 steps along the 
narrow way duginthe snow when we came 
to a standstill before a dark opening, some- 
thing like a door, which led tothe tunnel 
through the mine. Theearth was dug away 
to the right and left of the opening. otten 
beams were scattered about the entrance. A 
few steps away were sevefal’ huts forthe 
guards of the. mine, the blacksmith’s shop 
and the powder magazine, Next to the 
opening was the house of the guards on 


duty. 

Before this opening I had a singular sensa- 
tion; itwas as if I had tostep intoa vault 
with the knowledge that I should never come 
outagain. From freedom, from the sollof 
my country, and from those I once loved, I 
have long since taken leave in my soul. 
Now I must take leave of the outer world, of 
the mountains on whichthbe sun still shines. 
I remembered tnatI should pever again see 
either the spring or the summer or the open 
sky; that 1 breathed pure airand that my 
sight looked at the light for the last time. 

How the bare, coid, white fleld became 
beautiful in my eyes when I thought of that!

SHACKLED TO WHEELBARROWS. 
ALGASCI VALLEY, Dec. 28, 1883. 

Down helow the air was mir eg ee and 
bitter cold. The lamps burned faintly and 
we were obliged to inflate our chests tothe 
utmostin order to obtain enough oxygen 
to keep up the regular circulation of our 


lood. 

We walked forward underalowarch. Tho 
hollow in the walls had been filled wit 
stones, but the floor was made up of frozen 
puddles. A few steps further the ground 
was,dry and hard. The roof also becams 
higher. We wereinthe lower drill. We had 
arrived at our last prison, 

We were next conducted to a big hole, 
something like aroom. This was lighted. In 
one corner lay different instruments, chisels, 
pickaxes and hammers. In the other corner 
stood wheelbarrows to which chains were 
attached. 

The Inspector, who had full authority over 
everything that went onin the mines, took 
charge of us one by one. Those. condemned 
to hard labor for life were placed with great 
care. Among them was myself and also 
Baikalieff. Each man was fastened to his 
wheelbarrow by means oflocks and chains, 
so that we hadto drag it with us step by 
step. Pickaxes were also placed on our 
shoulders, but they were afterwards taken 
away. They decided forthe presentto have 
us merely carry ore. 

The ore contained,as I afterwards learned, 
not only lead, but also silver; but of the lat- 
ter very little. Itis necessary to bring up 
1,000 pounds of lead in order that ten pounds 
of silver may be putin the privy purse of 
the Czar. For that matter the whole product 
of the mine goes toswellithe Czer’s private 
income, and this income is surely greater 
than that which the public treasury pays for 
= keep of the prisoners condemned to hard 

abor. 

How much sweat, how many sobs, how 
Many curses, stick to that income! 

For hoursI carried the ore of the higher 
drift until I was exhausted. At the third or 
fourth tripmy arms became numb with the 
heavy burdens, and In spite of the prevailing 
cold the sweat rolledfrom me and the sur- 
face of clothes, which were wet through, 
frozeonmy body. Icontimued my work in 
spite of that without complajnt tin the light 
of asmall lamp and did not know whether it 
was day or night. Suddenly I broke down. 

The guards thought at first Il was refractory 
and had recourse tothe whip. They beat me 
till l was bioody and lay unconscious on the 
groundand did noteven unchain me from 
my barrow ftorafew minutes in order that 
I mtght rest myself, or at least that part of 
my strength mightreturn. The same thia 
happened tothe others who had succum 
under the burden of their work. 

Bears haveamore comfortable den than 
that which held us. Eight or ten of us were 
put in one hole. Here it was as cold as in an 
ice cave, and we did not even finda little 
straw onthe ground to restour hegds on. 
We lay on the bare ground and tried to warm 
ourselves, But this also proved impossible 
onacccount of the chained barrows which 
separated us from our companions,

The few 
who willingly sacritiee tiine and resign press- 
ing duties for the public service should not 
be made the victims of thos: who sel- 
fishly shirk such duties. We think the Court errsin 
its courtesy and kindness in excusing jurors except 
upon proof of incapacity. ‘The practice of exeusing 
on personal representation puts® premium upon in- 
sincerity.

The Court of Appeals this morning handed 
down an opinioninthecase of the Drum- 
mond Tobacco Co. against the Addi- 
son Tinsley Tobacco Oo, a suit 


for an infringement of a_ trade-mark. 
The controversy grew out of the useof a 
horse-shoe tin tag to represent a certain 
brand of plugtobacco on which the Drum- 
mond company obtained a trade-mark. The 
sult was a mm! brought in the Court of 
Common leas in Louisiana Mo., 
and there a judgment ha been 
given against the Drummond wan yf the 
court claiming that the imitation used by the 
Tinsley company was not calculated to de- 
ceive the public. The Court of Appeals holds 
thecontrary and reverses the judgment of 
the lower court and gives a judgment for the 
Drummond Tobacco Cv. 

| A permanent restraining order is granted 
Against the defendant company from here- 
after using a horseshoe tin tag or using 
boxes similar to those used by the Drum- 
mond company in packing its tobacco. 

The Court also handed down opinions in 
twoother cases. Inthat of Wm, M, Smith 
against the Citizens’ Railway Co, the judg- 
ment of the lower court was reversed. This 
was an action for damages for injuries 
sustained plaintiff by  »be- 
in run by one of the 
defendant’s cars. The plaintif® obtained a 
judgment for $45 in the lower court, but this 
the upper court reverses on the ground that 
the plaintiff was guilty of contributory negli- 
gence. 

In the case of W.H. Fryet al. against 
Fielaen Estes, an attachment suit, the judg- 
ment of the lower court w@s reversed and the 
case remanded for a new trial.

Senator Vest’s resolution and speech 
against our Indian preserves in the South- 
west are made the subject of editorial com- 
ment by the New York Evening Post, in 
which it opposes his demand for the 
division of the territory in _ sever- 
alty and the purchase of the super- 
fluous jJands for scttlement. (In this 
case as in all others when anything outside 
of the provincial interests of New York 
is under consideration this exponent of 
solar walk) journalismin the metropolis 
treats the subject with equal shares of 
ignorance and superstition. 

Its gole reply to the Senator's charge 
that the Territory is a harbor for ‘‘bad 
men’? isaslurring reference to Missouri 
as the home of the James boys. Like the 
people of the ancient village of Fall- 
ing Water this journalistic natural 
cherishes its ghosts and buga- 
bogs. As the plain folk of the 
Catskills never heard the roll of thunder 
without shuddering at the thought of 
Hendrick Hudson and his crew, 4680, 
although a decade bas passed since the 
James boys ceased to raid and rob, and 
many other ‘‘*boys’’ in _ different 
States have run as mad _ careers, 
the simple Post cannot hear the 
name of Missouri without a ‘shivering 
vision of the James boy ogre, It may be 
remarked in passing, however, that no 
gang of desperadoes has operated in the 
West and Southwest to whom the Indian 
Territory wag nota place of refuge from 
the pursuit of law officers.

To cap its 
remarkable argument the Post indulges in 
a sneering mention of ‘‘bands of boom- 
ers,’’ which shows how narrow and false 
is its view of the development of the West 
and of the work of its hardy pioneers.

SUNDAY CONCERTS. 

Mr. Berry, in his ‘‘Forum’’ letter, 
seems’ to think that popular interest in 
races, prize fights, etc., iscreated by the 
preminence giyen to them by the press. 
On the contrary, the prominence given to 
them by the press is due, entirely to the 
popular interest in them. 

Nothing the press could say would cre- 
ate an Interest in classic oratorios or Wag- 
nerian music among the great majority of 
mankind, who prefer the music of a dog 
fight ora dancehall. If we had a Gilmore 
among us to organize and direct our local 
talentin giving really attractive popular 
concerts at Music Hall every Sunday even- 
ing, he would soon find the press giving to 
those concerts 3 prominence proportioned 
to the public interest in them. 

The love of musicis universal, but not 
the love of oratorio and Wagnerian opera. 
Appreciation of these spreads very slowly 
from the small body of highly cultured 
musicians to the masses, and, strange as it 
may seem, there are numerous cultured 
musicians even who prefer a concert with 
not too much heavy opera, oratorio and 
symphony in it. 

Five thousand people who have been 
hearing Patti sing old and familiar ballads 
for the last thirty years would ‘pay §1 
apiece to hear her sing them again at a 
Sunday evening concert in Music Hall, 
when not 500 would pay as much to hear 
her sing the finest soprano part in opera. 
The simple songs that touch the hearts of 
all and are understood by all contain 
about all the poetry that ever reaches 
the minds of the great masses 
of mankind, and so it is with 
music. The simple melodies attract them. 
Tks grander composition is harsh and 
wearisome gibberish to them. Like most 
of Browning’s poetry, it is ‘‘caviare to 
the general.’’ 

We have plenty of musical talent and 
culture here to maintain a grand home or- 
chestra and to give as attractive concerts as 
are given anywhere. The only question is 
whether our musicians would not be pro- 
fessionally ashamed to be caught in the 
act of rendering such music as would fill 
Music Hall every Sunday evening witha 
25-cent audience? 


THE Crisp ‘‘incident’’ is magnified by 
ridiculoug persons on both sides of the 
squabble who want to adyertise them- 
selves by perverting the meaning of a very 
natural procedure. The Reform Club is 
not a Democratic organization, but is made 
up of progressives of all shades of radical 
opinion. They issued inyitations to speak 
to the President-elect and to those leading 
Democrats mostin sympathy with them- 
Naturally, they did not urge 
to hold conservative 
views to air their opinions. But 
it does not signify that any 
‘‘snub’’ was intended nor that the party 
leaders hada hand initifit was asnub.

To the Editor of the Pust- Dispatch: 

When James Whitcomb Riley wrote of dla- 
lect poetry recently ina magazine article it 
was to say tbat dialect should correctly 
sound the words and meaning, and not be of 
**that type of cialect so coplously produced 


by its sole manufacturers, who, utterly stark 
and bare ofany vaguest idea of country life 
or country people, at once assume that all 
their ‘gifted pens’ have to do is 
to stupidly misspell every word; 
vulgarly mistreat and besloven 
every themé, however sacred; maim, crip 
ple and disfigure language never in the yo- 
cabulary of the countryman—then smuggle 
these monstrosities of either rhyme or prose 
somehow into the public print that is to inno- 
cently smear them broadcast all over the 
face of the country they Insult.’’” 

Overlooking this summing up of 
RNley’s defense of dialect a newspaper 
critic said in an editorial last Sunday: 
**All dlalect writing is bad writing. That is; 
no matter how artistic it ts, it could have 
been tmproved by good spelling. This would 
not entail a sacrifice of the homely language 
of homely péoplte, which can be better rep- 
resented in conventional spelling than in the 
crazy kakography of the dialect writer who 
is not a specialist in phonology.’’ 

Just what Riley claim —aemely. that only 
tite one Who Is expert enougn in phonology to 
spell the speeclr uttered is good in dlalect. 

Riley masters the Hoosier ruralist’s dialect 
magnificently, and heis not a contortionist 
in orthography either, In his ‘‘Kneedeep ft 
June’’ Riley’s farmer sees *‘the hawk @ Bafl- 
in’ **’ until ‘‘he’s froze up in the sky,’’ and 
that Is the way the farmer would Say it. If 
itis proper for Denman Thompson touse the 
twang of Joshua WhitcombD on the stage, so 
is it right for Riley's poetry to cuetecty pict- 
ure the Hoosier farmer’s speech and ideas. 

As Riley writes it dfalect poetry is“not 
wholly made up of the spelling:

Desperate Battle With Four Masked 
Train-Robbers. 


One Passenger Killed and Another Badly 
Wounded. 


FINALLY DRIVEN OFF BY THE BRAVERY 
' (OF ONE MAN. 


Missing Man Found Murdered and 
Robbed in a Stone Quarry—Fatal 
Stabbing Affray—Hasty Flight of a 
Trusted Employe—Case of Cannibal- 
ism—General Crime News. 


TRown GATE, Ya., Dec. 18.—A desperate at- 
tempt at train robbery was made last night 
just as the Chesapeake & Ohio vestibule train 
No. 4 was pulling out of Huntington, W. Va. 
It was about 11 o’clock, and the train was 
just getting well under way when four 
masked men with. two pistols each 
entered and called upon the pas- 
sengers to throw up their hands. Two 
ofthe passengers seized one of the robbers, 
throwing him down and attempting to dis- 
arm him. In the scuffle one of the pas- 
Sengers, a German from Cincinnati, who, 
with his wife, was on his bridal trip to 
Europe, was mortally wounded, the ball 
entering his abdomen. Another passenger, 
Peter Drake of No. 15 Vine _ street, 
Cincinnati, was twice wounded, one ball 
entering his leg and one hisarm,. Mean- 
while Ticket Collector Zingley was trying to 
secure a pistol, which he finally succeeded in 
getting inthe baggagecar and, returning, 
Opened flreon the robbers, emptying all of 
the barrels of the pistol. He again returned 
to the baggage car, secured another pistol 
and commenced firing. In the meantime 
the robbers tore off their masks and the 
whole train was in intense excitement, 
women fainting, children screaming and 
everybody who could was seeking shelter 
under the seats. The robbers, seeing 
the game was up, pulled the bell cord, 
stopped the train and jumped of 
in the darkness. It was thought that 
one or two were wounded, but this 
is not certainly known. They acted like 
novices. Twoof their pistols were found in 
the car after their departure. The passen- 
gers all speak inthe hixhest commendation 
of the bravery of Ticket Collector Zingley. 
Almost single-handed he metthe quartette, 
and had he been at first armed he would have 
made it very interesting for them. 


KILLED FIVE WIVES. 


COILS TIGHTENING AROUND THE BRUTAL IOWA 
POISONER. 


Des Morxes, Io., Dec. 13.—The reports sent 
out by special correspondents from Sidney 
regarding the feeling entertained by the peo 
ple ofthat city toward Fred Mawhor, the 
man charged with having murdered five 
wives by poisoning, are greatly exaggerated. 
A Post-DISPATCH correspondent has just re- 
turned from there. Mawhor is bearing his 
confinement well, sleeps soundly and eats 
heartily. The jail hasnot been guardeda 
single night since his confinement. The re- 
port that an effort was madeto disinter the 
remains of his fourth wife to subject them to 
an analysis is faise. The body is reposing 
peacefully in the Sidney Cemetery. C. §, 
Keeler, a prominent attorney of Sidney, ts 
preparing the defense, aud neither brains 
nor money will be sparedto acquit the man 


if possible. 

The prosecuting attorney is weaving a web 
around the prisoner, and his past history Is 
being thoroughly investigated. From Maw. 
hor’s old home at Axtell, Kan.,a letter has 
just been received froma prominent gentle- 
man there which throws considerable Ifght 
on the taking off of one of Ma whor’s wives. 
It says he is well known there and bore a 
good reputation in every yarticular except 
his supposed connection with the sudden 
deatirof his numerous wives. Ali his chil- 
dren, a son and two daughters, reside at Ax. 
tell. One wife, bis second, and the mother 
of two of his daughters, is buried there. She 
lived with her husband a good many 
years, but finally died within a_ few 
moments of the time she was stricken down. 
There was a good deal of talk in Axtell at the 
time, butthe matter was hushed up. The 
most damaging testimony the prosecution 
have to introduce against Mayhor are the 
circumstances surrounding the death of his 
second wife, which is common gossip in 
Axtell. Just before her death her oldest 
daughter asked her to show hera step ina 
round dance which she was attempting to 
learn. The mother claimed she was too 
tired then, but would do so at another time, 
when Ma hor spoke up, saying:

GAVE HIS MONEY TO A FRIEND.

The Whisky Trust Fully Contrdls the 
Si.uation. 

Cuicaco, Ill., Dec. 13.—According to 
William Mida, editor ofa monthly paper de- 
voted tothe interests of the distillers and 
wholesale liquor dealers, the trust has a 
strong grip on the market, having virtuaily 
cornered the amber liquid. ‘*The Whisky 
Trust certainly controls the situation,’’ said 
Mr. Mida. ‘‘It has the entire spirit output of 
ithasin its rposses- 
sion 100,000 barrels of spirits, and there is no 
doubt but that the outputof nearly all the 
distilleries in the country Bas been bought up 
ahead for several months. ‘The idea with 
those who are engineering the deal is that 
the tax will be put on whisky at this or the 
next session of Congress. 

‘‘There is another point where they are in 
control. The spirits they have bought up 
willnot come onthe market for some time— 
Say two or three years. Now the visible 
supply in bond at the present time Is 78,000,- 
000 gallons. The consumption is about 30,- 
000,000 gallons annualiy, and as the trust 
owns a large percent of the visible supply it 
cannot be but a short time until the surplus 
they don’t own is consumed and they will 
control every galion in the country and ab- 
solutely control the market.’’

New business in real estate circles is per- 
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AN INVALID WILL FOUND LEAVING 


THEM TO HIs SECOND WIFE. 


She States That Eh» Is Ignorant of Their 
Whereabouts— A Questionas to Who Is 
Esher’s Legal Heir—Rumor of Another 
Wife’s Claim—A Peculiar Tangle in 
His Affairs. 


The diamonds and other personal effects of 
the late ‘‘Jake’’ Esherare apparently miss- 
ing, andthereis amystery and an invalic 
will now complicating the Public Adminis- 
trator’s efforts to administer upon the es- 
tate. 

Since the death of Esher, who was the 
well-known proprietor of Esher’s variety 
theater on St. Charles street, there have 
been some queer rumors afloat regarding the 
Gisappearance of someof Mr. Esher’s per- 
sonal effects, especially his diamonds 
and jewelry, which were always 
a very conspicuous feature of 
his personal attire and adornment. Like ali 
men of his class Jake Esher was noted for his 
**bull’s eyes’’ and ‘‘sparklers,’’ one or more 
of which always shone resplendent on his 
shirt bosom. | . 

He was frequently asked during his life- 
time what disposition he would make of 
them at his death and his friends 
say that he always intimated 
that he had taken the necessary 
precautions to have them properly bestowed 
in his will. After his death his second wife, 
who lives at 921 Locust street, and those 
mearly connected with him, expressed the 
opinion that Mr. Esher had made 
no will, or if he had they were ignorant of its 
whereabouts. In the absence ofthe will 
there was no one authorized to 


administer upon the estate, and 
as the second Mrs. Esher did 
not care to take out letters, the burden fell 
upon Mr, Chas. Scudder, the Public Adminis- 
trator, who was duly notifed and who was 
granted the necessary papers in the Probate 
Court last week. 
FOUND THE SAFE EMPTY. 

When Mr. Scudder went to Esher’s private 
office in the theater bullding, on St. Charlies 
street. he found the safe locked, and no one, 
he said, claimed to know the combination. 
An expert was employed, and after an hour 
or more of patient work it was found nec- 
essary to force the bolts. 

The safe contained little or nothing of 
value, but amongthe papers there was one 
which purported to be the Jast will of Esher, 
but which the Public Administrator found 
to be enrolled as such, inasmuch as it had no 
witnesses to the signature. It was nota 
formally-drawn-up will, but a mere writ- 
ten request that the bulk of his property 
be turned over to Mrs. Esher No. 2, 
The estate is of little value outside of the 
jewels known to belong to Esher. The fact 
of the jewels being in the possession of Mrs. 
Esher, No. 2, should they prove to be now 
in ber possession, would not be conclusive 
evidente that she was entitled to them or 
that Esher had made hera present of them 
during his life time. 3 

Fora man of Esher’s habits and business 

thought strange that 
so disposed of them 
without telling any of his more intimate 
friends and associates or leaving some writ- 
ten memorandum to that effect. 
It its probable, therefore, that the 
Public Administrator will have to 
investigate the matter. If the jewels are 
found the ciaim of Mrs. Esher No. 2 to 
them will be met, it is said, by 
the counter-claim of a woman now in the 
East who. it is stated, claims that she was 
Esher’s first wife,and that be was never 
divorced from ber. 
MRS. ESHER SEEN. 

A reporter called on Mrs. Esher at her 

goomes. 921 Locust street, this afternoon. 

en questioned as to the whereabouts of 
the late Mr. Esher’s personal property she 

fessed entire ignorance. Asked as 
to the relationship existing 
deceased and herself, she claimed 
to be his wife, but refused to 
impart any information ofthe time or place 
of her marriage. she professed astonish- 
ment when told that the so-ca!ied will was 
invalid, but did notappear in the least dls- 
turbed by the information. 

‘*T donot know anything about any will 
and have not seen the paper you refer 
to, in which Mr, Esher left his per- 
sonal property to me,’’ she 
said in reply tothe reporter’s questions. 
**No, Ido not know what that property con- 
sisted of, neither do I know where Mr. 
Esher’s jewelry isnow. You had better see 
the administrator.’’ 

Asked as to what jewelry she remembered 
seeing Mr. Esher wear, she replied, vaguely, 
that it *‘was just ordinary jewelry,’’ and 
that shecould not remember what particu- 
lar rings or studs or other ornaments he 
wore, 

**liow long isit since you were married to 
Mr. Esher?’’ was the next question. 

**About fourteen or fifteen years,’’ was the 

reply. 
When asked whether the marriage was 
eOlemnizved in St. Louls, Mrs. Isher stated 
that it took place ‘‘back East,’’ but refused 
to say in whattownor State. she did not 
care to say whether the ceremony 
Was performed by a clergyman ora justice 
of the peace and stated that she would much 
prefer to say nothing at all about the matter, 
She did not know if Mr. Esher had 
ever secured a divorce frome 
hisfirst wife. When she married him she 
did not even know that he had another wite. 
She had no idea if wife No. l was living now 
or where she was located. 

“One more question, Mrs. Esher,’’ was 
asked in conclusion, ‘‘was your marriage 
With deceased a common law marriage, or 
was it by license”’’

ANOTHER STREET RAILWAY BILL AD- 
VANCES QUICKLY AND QUIETLY. 


The Company Offers $165,000 for the Via- 
duot-The Municipal’s Violation of 
Contract Causing a Change in the City 
Lighting—Commisstoner Murphy Ob- 
jects to Supt. Johnson’s Appointments. 


The Council is going to take up for passage 
to-night the Grand avenue ralliway bill. This 
bill asks fora most important right, and its 
purposa has not been proclaimed in any 
trumpet tones, elther. The new line isto 
run along Grand avenue, making a north and 
south line betweenJefferson and Vandeventer 
avenue, and joining all the east and west 
lines by crossing the Grand avenue bridge. 
val. J G. Butler, the Republican 
candidate for Mayor four years ago, and J. 
W. Buell, the book publisher, are at the head 
ofthe company. The bill makes the com.- 
pany deposit $2,000 with the City 
Treasurer to ‘guarantee the building of 
the road, and obligates it to pay 
$165,000 to the city while its forty years’ fran- 


chise rugs. 

In spite of the attitude of the Board of 
Public Improvements on the ques- 
tion, the present Council in- 
clined to let any railway that 
chooses cross the Mill Creek Valley on the 
bridges. All the bridge crossings have now 
been given away except the Grand 
avenue one. That bridge the finest 
in the city, and for years the 
people owning handsome dwellings on the 
avenue have watched vigilantly and fought 
successfully to keep double tracks from run- 
ning further © south than Washington 
avenue, where they are now. The 
Grand avenue bridge is the finest of 
allthecity bridges, and is used by al) the 
boulevard drivers on their way to the parks. 

Capt. Dan Able, the Harbor Commuis- 
Ssioher. said to-day in the rooms of 
the Board of Public Improvements 
that the Assembly ought to be prevented 
froom giving any street rallway the right to 
cross the bridge. ‘*We want one 
of our bridges saved from the 
tracks,’’ said he. ‘‘if the railroads 
must get another crossing besides the 
Twelfth, Fourteenth and Eighteenth street 
bridges, they shouki be made to build their 
own bridges. Theresa avenue would bea 
good point.’’ 

Counciman Willlam 7. Anderson, on the 
other hand, holds that a bridge should be 
kept for vehicles exclusively no more thana 
street. ‘*The street railways should have as 
much rightto run over them as over the 
streets,’’ he says.

MAY HAVE EXISTED. 


Why Not, When So Many Ancient Mon- 
sters Are Known to Science 


From the Boston Advertiser. 


It is a thing worthy of some notice that 
there is hardly any collection of folklore that 
does not contain some reference to human 
beings of a size far above that of the ordin- 
ary man. These giants were for the most 
part great only in stature, their intellectual 
characteristics being even below those of the 
ordinary men who lived in the dim fable land 


of prehistoric times. 

In the world’s nursery tales the giant often 
figures, together with fairy and elfin sprites, 
and when thesetales are outgrown there is 
a general disposition tocilassthe giant with 
the other denizens of fairyland, as a mere 
myth of the imagination, a companion of 
hobgoblins and talking cats. The ogre van- 
ishes with ‘‘Puss in Boots’’ or ‘‘Jack and the 
Bean Stalk’’ as a scientific impossibility. 

Ofatruth science hasnotas yet given as- 
senttoany theory thatthere once existed a 
race of giants onthis earth. Even the once 
despised dragon and the scorned sea-serpent 
have founda warmer niche inthe scientific 
heart than ‘‘Gog and Magog.’’ 

Scientific agnosticism has no credence for 
the stirring stories of giants, like those of 
Gaelic and Teutonic folk lore. Yetitis quite 
possible that science is wrong and tradition 
isright. It can be taken asa factthat tradi- 
tion often is accepted as right when new dls- 
coveries bring to light the long-hidden relics 
of an obscure past. Priam, Agamemnon 
and other figures of tradition have been ac- 
cepted as realities by ;:modern history as the 
result of the discoveries of thig century. In 
the main, traditionis proving to be much 
more reliable than it once seemed. Even on 
the giant question some modern sciéntists 
may be said to be ‘‘on the fence’’ as a conse- 
quence of the discoveries of late years. To 
the unscientific, however, there appears to 
be good reason for believing In a race of 
giants as as a matter of common sense, 

When the world was first covered with anil- 
mals, those creatures were of great size, It 
is generally believed that the early man was 
much longer-lived than his descendants, and 
in the steady progress of growth it seems 
strange indeed if he did not attain greater 
size in his many years. More than this, how- 
ever, the prehistoric creatures are known to 
have been of wondrous proportions. The 
hy psiprymnus was some thirty feet long, and 
the modern Kangaroo would seem a dwarf 
beside him. The mosasaurus was vighty feet 
long, while his modern descendants vary in 
size from the alligator to the crocodile, rare- 
ly, ifever, twenty feet long. The larlaps, a 
jumping lizard, stood twenty-five feet high, 
dwarting the lizards of the present day to 
insignificance. 

In view of these facts it is unreagonable to 
conjecture that amid that world of monster 
ereatures monster men aiso stalked? science, 
because it has not as yet found as many skel- 
etons of giant men as of giant lizards, gives 
no support to the traditions which uphold 
the existence ofsucha race of human beings ; 
but as from time immemorial mankind has 
kept its dead in accessible piaces, the failure 
as yet to discover mammoth men, in view 
also of the fact that wild animals were far 
more plentiful than prehistoric men, and 
that even of the primeval animals but few 
remains have been discovered, it is more 
than unwise to conclude that in this matter 
tradition is wholly at fault.

The Exhibition May Be Frolonged for Six

**The pool-rooms in New York City are 
going to have a hard row to hoe this winter 
at Albany, and I believe that they wilil be 
knocked out,’’ said Secretary J. E. Brewster 
of the Washington Park Club to a 
Chicago scribe recently. He has just 
returned from New York and is still thinking 
of the surprise shown by the Eastern turtf- 


men over the prospects for the big World's | 


Fair meeting next year. ‘‘During last sum- 
mer there were 182 pool-rooms running in the 
territory between the Harlem River and the 
Battery. Whenlleft New York there were 


is almost mid-winter and that 
there are only a poor lot- of horses 
running over the frozen tracks. All of 
the big meetings suffered greatly in their 
gate receipts last season because the rooms 
were open and [know that there will be a 
most determined effort made during the 
coming session of the Legislature at Albany 
to pass the law that will close up the rooms. 

‘*The political influence possessed by the 
men who are interested in the big tracks is 
enormous and it willall be brought to bear 
on the legislation affecting racing that will 
be brought up during the coming session. 
Of course the pool-room element can exercise 
a powerful influence, but I do not bDelleve it 
will be strong enough to prevent the passage 
of a law that will close up the rooms,at least 
so long as there is racingin the State. Mayor 
Grant and Richard Croker, as wellasa large 


number of other prominent politicians are 
interested in racing andthe members of the 
different racing clubs comprise some ofthe 
most influential men in New York, soit need 
not surprise anyone to see some very radical 
legisiation put through at Albany. 

**Outside of the poor attendance at some of 
the meetinuzs, caused by the open  pool- 
rooms, the past seasonin and around New 
York was a very successful one. A good 
many people seem to be down on the Board 
of Control, but that body has donea great 
deal of good for the racing interests of New 
York, and I wish that something of the kind 
was in existence that would cover racing all 
over the country. Ihave believed for years 
thata national jockey club would sooner or 
later be organized, and I have not yet lost 
my faith in the plan. It has gotto come, 
andit will be a good thing forthe racing 
interests of the whole country when such an 
organization isin full swing. Until that day 
comes there will always be trouble and more 
or less conflicts that injure the sport.’’ 


THE WAY THEY DOIN CHICAGO. 
Jockey H. Kuhn, who was ruled off at Roby 
last week, is now under investigation for 
queer riding, on Peggy, in the first race, and 
Hugh McCarren’s Noonday, in the third 


event, at Hawthorne yesterday. The action 
of Corrigan and his judges in permitting Kulin 
to ride,after he had been ruled off by another 
track, whose standing in the turf-world 
is as good as Hawthorne, cannot be too se- 
verely criticised. The fact that they are en- 
gaged inawartodeath for the race track 
patronage of Chicago, with the Roby man- 
agers, ought not to have prevented Corrigan 
from ordering his judgesto respect all riul- 
ings made by the Koby judges, that had for 
its object the prevention of crooked work by 
a jockey or horse owner. 

Judge Carter of the course across the river 
has always madea point to respect all de- 
cisions of judges made on race tracks 
where he believed an effort was being made 
to have straight racing. He has always made 
it a poirnt to be consistent In this respect. 
Even when the managers of the track over 
which he presided were clashing with South 
Side, Carter made it a point to re- 
spect rulings made that 
track by Judge Hatch. Notwithstanding 
the factthat Cash Sloan was permitted to 
ride in the East on the Board of Control 
tracks and had made a reputation in that 
section second to none as a jockey, Carter 
would not permit him to ride at Fast st. 
Louis, when he came here a short time ago, 
untilhbe was reinstated by \\. Lewis Clark, 
who had ruled him off at Garfield Park last 
year for queer riding on the horse Bankrupt. 
Sloan had no trouble getting mounts and 
riding at .Hawthorne, where he went after 
ascertaining the fact thathe would not be 
permitted to ride at this point. Now that he 
bas a reputation as a first-class jockey and Is 
under coutract to ride for Fred Gebhardt, it 
is hardly likely he is repeating the work that 
caused Clark to rule him off, nevertheless 
Carter inststed upon his getting Clark to re- 
instate him before he would let him ride here, 

Barney Schrieber also had some experience 
with Carter, that demonstrated to him, that 
matters were run on a strict basis by the East 
St. Louis executive. Barney picked up 
Jockey Johnnie Dwyer, Who was under con- 
tract with Jimmie McCormack, but haa disa- 
greed with him about something and came 
West. Barney wanted toride Dwyer on his 
horses at East St. Louis, but Carter would 
not rmit himto doso untilhe had per- 
svaded McCormack to release the boy. ‘This 
Barney was unable todoand the result was 
he had to let Dwyer go. 

This is the only way toruna racetrack. 
Some may think itis a bit too strict, but, as 
Judge Carter says, one cannot be too strict 
when operating & race track, and the sooner 
Corrigan and his Hawthorne judges come to 
the same conclusion the better off they will 
be. Asitis, their action inthe Kuhn matter 
will injure Hawthorne’s standing among 
reputabie turfmen and the general public,
